GUAM, Wednesday, July 11.— 
(UP)—Carrier planes of a great 
U. S. naval task force, winning 
mastery of the Air over Tokyo, 
have destroyed or damaged 154 
enemy planes in unopposed attacks 
against 80 airfields near the Nip- 
ponese capital, preliminary reports 


showed today, and there were indi- 
cations that the unprecedented as- 
sault’ was continuing. 

Including 19 Japanese planes 
destroyed or damaged by Army 
airmen in Mustangs, the day’s to- 
tal bag by Army and Na’y planes 
was 173, all but three of them on 
the ground. 

As America’s mighty Third 
fleet prowled boldly off the Jap- 
anese coast today, spoiling for a 
fight, a naval spokesman in Wash- 
ington labeled it the “greatest mo- 
bile striking force of history on 
land or sea,” said the Associated 
Press. 

Enemy broadcasts said that the 
attacks begun yesterday were ex- 
pected to continue for several days, 
but the Japanese were doing noth- 
ing’ about it. By late yesterday, 
no warships of Adm. William F. 
Halsey’s Third Fleet — possibly

FLEET WON’T COME OUT 
Two enemy. reconnaissance 
planes flew near the U, S. sur- 
face units, but they were prompt- 
ly shot down by patrol planes.

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Jap Surrender Offer 
Is Denied by Grew 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—(UP)—Acting Secretary of State Grew 
said today that persons without authority to;speak for the Japanese 
government have put out “peace feelers,” but reiterated that no 
surrender offer has been received from Japan—either through official 


or unofficial channels. 

Warning that the “alleged peace 
feelers” were an enemy attempt 
to split the Allies, he reaffirmed 
that the policy of this government 
“has been, is, and will continue to 
be unconditional surrender.” _ 

This, he said, was the American 
answer to any Japanese attempt to 
lure the Americar. people into 
abandoning unconditional surren- 
der and achieve a _ negotiated 


peace. 

“The nature of the purported 
‘peace feelers’ must be clear to 
everyone,” he said. “They are the 
usual moves in the conduct of 


“psychological warfare by a defeat- 
“ed enemy. 


No thinking American, 
recalling Pearl Harbor, Wake, 
Manila, Japanese ruthless aggres- 
sion elsewhere, will give them 
credence.” 

“TQ THEIR INTEREST” 

Grew, U. S. ambassador to To- 
kyo during the 10 years preced- 
ing Pear] Harbor, hinted that Jap- 
anese industrialists have been ac- 
tive in seeking to determine the 
best possible conditions the Allies 
would advance for a compromise 
peace. %s 

He suggested that Japanese mili- 
tarists may be encouraging such 
attempts in an effort to split the 
Allies by provoking public discus- 
sion of surrender terms. 

“To that end,” he said, “it would 
be to their interest, as they see 
their interest, tc initiate a public 
discussion of the terms to be ap- 
plied to Japan.... 

“Furthermore, it should be re- 
membered that ‘peace feelers’ are

Another time a neutral govern- 
ment’s representative in Tokyo re- 
ported that he had been told by” 
a private Japanese individual that 
“the Japanese could not accept un- 
conditional surrender because it 
would mean loss of face.”

SUBMERGED IN SEA 


Robot ‘Weathermen’: 
Kept Nazis Informed 


LONDON, July 10.—(INS)—A ring of secret automatic meterologi- 
cal stations submerged in the sea at strategic points around Britain’s 


coast flashed daily weather reports to German 


European war. 
This clever and most ingenious 


of all German inventions during 
the war has just been revealed 


with the lifting of censorship re- 
strictions in Eire. 

A number of these meteorologi- 
cal stations were submerged in 
the Irish sea. They sent out their 
important weather clues to the 
German intelligence service and 
aided them to plan air raids on 
Britain and U-boat attacks on Al- 
lied shipping convoys. 

It is reported that a ring of 
these meteorological stations sur- 
rounded Britain, Northern Ireland 
and Eire. Britain’s elaborate cen- 
sorship plans to deny the Germans 
this vital information thus were 
defeated. 

These robot weather stations 
were about 300 feet long gyroscop- 
ically controlled, They were 
moored to the ocean bed and they 
rose to the surface daily through 
an automatic timing arrangement. 

Then an aerial would automati- 
cally appear from the center of 
the station and its message would 
be flashed out over the ether. 
Short-wave radio beams probably 
were transmitted from German ra- 


pheric reaction upon the meteoro- 
logical instruments attached to the 
Pater pen varying strengths of sig- 
nals would react upon the beam 
and thus the weather experts in 
Germany could learn of- atmos- 
pheric changes. 

It is thought that 
U-boats visited the submerged sta- 
tions from time to time and fitted 


the power, while radio experts

Cabinet Members 
Show Truman Trend 


WASHING TON—The pattern of the Truman 
administration is believed to have been pretty 
definitely set by the six changes the new Presi- 

dent has made in the Roosevelt cabinet to date. 

It is particularly notéworthy that four of the six appointees 
have been men with a background of congressional service, two in 
the house and two in the senate. 

Most observers are inclined to feel that Mr. Truman will follow 
about the same ratio when and if the time comes for him to make a 
change in the four remaining places in the cabinet. That is to say, 
most of them are expected to stem from congressional sources. 

Both Secretary of State Byrnes and Secretary of Labor Schwell- 
enbach are former members of the senate, while Secretary of 
Agriculture Anderson and the new secretary of the treasury, Fred 
M. Vinson, are former house members. 

The contrasting picture at the beginning of the Roosevelt fourth 
term is that not a single member of the late President’s cabinet at 
that time had been drawn from congress. 


Throughout the 12 years he was in the 
Contrast to FDR White House Mr. Roosevelt had only two 


cabinet officers with a congressional background, former Secretary 
of State Hull and the late former Secretary of the Navy Swanson, 
both of whom were members of the senate at the time of their ap- 
pointment. 

In other words, Mr. Truman, with the cab_net not yet completely 
reorganized, has already named twice as many from congress as 
Mr. Roosevelt did, although he has been in office only three months. 

That may be said to set the pattern for the Truman administra- 
tion. It means that congressional influence is slated to play a 
greater part in the government than it has in a score of years or 
more. Not since the Harding administration has congress been 
promised such an important role, 

The prospects are that President Truman will be guided almost 
entirely by congressional influences in shaping governmental policy. 
He will not try to force measures down the throat of congress 
without first gaining the approval of house and senate leaders. 

Realizing that the success of his administration depends largely 
on the degree of co-operation he is able to get from congress, the 
President is surrounding himself with men of congressional expe- 
rience in order better to command that co-operation. 

Mr. Roosevelt, more cocksure of himself, handled things a bit 
differently. He did not always consider it necessary to consult 
congress about his legislative plans and programs. If he failed in 
his first attempt he usually tried again, fortifying himself in his 
second attempt by taking his case to the people and thereby bring- 
ing pressure on congress. Congress yielded more often than not. 

Under the Roosevelt administration the White House dominated 
and overshadowed all other governmental activities. Its sphere of 
influence was at a far more lofty level than that of congress. 

It probably would be an overstatement to say that the reverse 
is coming to be true now; but no one can gainsay the statement that 
congress at least is being elevated to an equal level with the White 


House in government. 

~ Mr. Truman is undoubtedly playing a wise 
A Wise Course dolitics, game in adopting the patronizing 
air that he has toward congress. It will serve to keep down strife 
and make for a more harmonious relationship between the execu- 
tive and legislative branches of the government. Also it should 
tend to eliminate much of the bickering and antagonism that con- 
tinually held sway under the Roosevelt administration. 

But whether this will be a good thing or bad thing for the 
country remains to be seen. History has shown that it often takes 
a strong-willed President in the White House to checkmate and 
offset some of the screwball legislative schemes that originate with 
congress. 

If a President makes himself amenable completely to the will 
of congress, then the country loses the protection of the normal 
checks and balances which were set up in the constitution in 
creating a division of authority between the executive and legis- 
lative departments. 

Mr. Truman, of course, has done nothing as yet to indicate that 
he will go this far in yielding to congress. But by bringing so 


“many men of congress into his cabinet he seems to be paving the 


way for congressional influence to play the dominant role in his 
administration. Time alone can tell whether this is for better 


or worse.

Slight, Holt Says

ATHENS, Ga., July 10.—Hamil- 
ton Holt, of Macon, leading Geor- 
gia industrialist and president of 
Kiwanis International, foresaw to- 
day “little chance” of management 


reaching accord with government 
and labor'“so long as business has 
to shoulder all of the restrictions 
and the penalties in addition to 
footing the bills.” 

Addressing a_ student-industry 
conference at the University of 
Georgia, the president of the Asso- 
ciated Industries of Georgia fur- 
ther declared that business will 
not be free to expand until war- 
time controls are relaxed and 
many prewar limitations \ 
been reconsidered. 

Holt’s remarks were in reply to 
a challenge to business made by 
Forrest Champion Jr., of Chipley, 
Ga., outstanding University of 
Georgia student, who said the fu- 
ture of college students hinges on 


the future of American business. | 


THERE ARE DISPUTES 


“We always have had, and prob- 
ably will have, disputes between 
management and labor,” Holt said. 
But he pointed out, “It is not the 
disputes between management and 
labor that have brought us to our 
present perilous condition. It is the 
disputes between the several seg- 
ments of labor.” 

In warning against government 
control of business, Holt said that 
“this does not mean that industry 
opposes sound regulatory measures 
such as the antitrust laws, which 
guarantee fair play. It does not 
mean that industry opposes the 
purpose of such measures as that 
which created the Securities and 
Exchange Commission.”

management is not free to really 


manage or take the sweeping steps | 


essential for the expansion neces- 
sary to make more jobs if it is tied 
up in a stranglehold of red tape, 
bureaucratic rulings and restric- 
tions on the freedom to be enter- 
prising.”

The Security Council 


The real authority of the United Nations is vested in the Security 
Council, which both makes policies and executes them. The 
Council consists of eleven member nations. Five are. permanent; 
the United States, Great Britain, Russia, France, and China. Six 


are to be elected by the General Assembly for a two-year term. 


The Council’s primary responsibilities are to encourage the 
peaceful settlement of international disputes and to prevent 
aggression. Regional security agreements are subordinated to the 


collective agreement of the United Nations.

Experience has demonstrated that the preservation of peace 
requires prompt penalties against aggressors. For this reason the 


Security Council has been given the power not only to make ree- 


ommendations for the peaceful settlement of disputes but to 
punish nations which resort to force. Member nations are to 
make available military forces for the immediate use of the Coun- 
cil against aggressors. The Council will be assisted by the Military 
Staff Committee, consisting of the chiefs of staff of the five per- 
manent members, Each permanent member has a broad power 


of veto on the acts of the Council 


Through the Security Council, the great powers will be able to 
dominate the United Nations. This may not be democratic, but 
it is inevitable. For a long time to come, peace must be kept by 
force. Decisions as to the use of force must be made by those 
who possess it. The small nations must trust in the goodwill of 
the great nations, and seek to influence them to use their power 


wisely.

Congress took up the cause and 
passed the Veterans Preference 
Act in 1944.

that veteran preference apply | 
only for a period of five years 
after the war. These “reforms” — 
could be a start towards more nul- © 
lifying changes later.

It be 
lieves present provisions of the 
Veterans’ Preference Act are OK. | 
The Commission was consulted - 
before the act was passed and it . 
approves of the law.
